(AP) — President-elect 
Jimmy Carter says he likes competition 
among his staff members, but there are 
signs he may be getting more than he 
wanted. 
The gentle tug-of-war between the old 
Carter hands and the button-down 
newcomers that simmered during the cam­ 
paign is picking up now that the high-stakes 
game of building an administration has be­ 
gun. 
One sign this week was the thick memo 
that campaign manager Hamilton Jordan 
sent to Carter suggestig ways to staff his 
administration.

Both men today denied there was any 
rivalry or competition between them, 
saying any reports to that effect are “non­ 
sense, all nonsense.”

“We’ve worked together before and we’re 
working together now. ” 
Watson noted that “there’s still a lot of 
work to be done.” 
The two men made their comments as 
they stepped off a chartered plane at the 


Americus, Ga., airport before driving to 
nearby Plains to meet with the president­ 
elect. 
Watson and Jordan said their approaches 
to the transition and the presidency as de­ 
scribed in separate memos to Carter are 
"complimentary” and not rival proposals. 
They said they would discuss with Carter 
the kinds of persons who will be working 
directly with him in the White House and the 
best means of finding individuals for con­ 
sideration as possible appointees to top 
governmental posts. 
One Carter insider, referring to the 
Watson+Jordan situation, said: “I guess 


we can expect more of that. I don’t think 
there’s any doubt Jimmy’s going to receive 
competing recommendations, and he’s not 
going to say, ‘Hey, stop that,’ because he 
Ukes competition among the corps. 
“Jimmy’s pretty happy with what’s going 
on,” this source said. 
What’s going on apparently is an effort by 
Jordan to re-establish himself in the Carter 
hierarchy now that his campaign jdb is 
over.

K is s in g e r-B u n k e r 
negotiating team has overlooked 
the fact that the United States 
owns the canal “ in perpetuity.” 
Before 
Congress

the hundreds of 
millions of dollars needed to buy 
the land inside the 40-mile-long 
Canal Zone and to build the 
canal, 
Congress required a 
treaty in which Panama con­ 
veyed the Canal Zone to die 
United States. 
In 1903 when the Panamanian 
officiate were trying to persuade 
the United States to buy the 
Canal Zone and build the canal 
there, strong arguments were 
made to build our canal in 
Nicaragua, where we could take 
advantage of the deep waters of 
Lake Nicaragua and a location 
closer to the United States.

Treasury from paying funds for 
the construction of the canal on 
the theory that the United States 
did not have good title. In this 
case of Wilson vs. Shaw, a 
unanim ous

Court 
quoted all the rights granted by 
the treaty in perpetuity and 
decided: “ It is hypercritical to 
contend that the title of the 
United States is imperfect, and 
that the territory described does 
not belong to this nation because 
of the omission of some of the 
technical term s used in ordinary 
conveyances of real estate.” 
In 1971 in the case of Roach vs. 
United States, the U.S. Court of 
Appeals reviewed our treaties 
with Panam a and unanimously 
stated: “The Canal Zone is an 
unincorporated territory of the 
United States.” 
There would be no legal or 
other basis for Kissinger’s and 
Bunker’s offering to surrender 
our canal even to some heroic 
figure such as Simon Bolivar, 
the liberator of South America.

The enemies of any kind of peaceful solution to the 
racial problem of southern Africa have raised a great 
hue and cry against the first black state to be given in­ 
dependence by South Africa — the Transkei. This 17,000 
square mile homeland of the Xhosa tribe, bordering the 
Indian Ocean and inhabited by some 1.3 million people, 
became independent on October 26th. It is more populous 
and more economically viable than many other Third 
World states, but in the eyes of its critics this is quite 
irrelevant. What they cannot stand is the possibility that 
the new state will be a success and in succeeding that it 
will serve as a model for other independent national 
homelands. 
The opponents of South Africa want violence. Listen to 
them talk and this becomes immediately obvious. They 
want to see the white society there utterly crushed, and 
the more blood that flows in the process the more they 
will enjoy it. They mask their mindless hatred by a 
simple ideological slogan — “black majority rule” — as 
if the blacks in question were a simple homogeneous 
group. 
But this has norelation to reality. The tribal groups in 
South Africa have different languages, different 
cultures, and to some extent historical enmities. They 
are as different from each othet* asGermans and French. 
Why is it always assumed that South Africa must remain 
as a single political unit? 
There is no guarantee that the Transkei type solution 
will work either, we hasten to add. There is the very 
large problem of the urban blacks who no longer feel any 
tribal kinship or political loyalty to their homelands. 
South Africa must still confront this problem and has not 
really found an answer. 
Nevertheless, we say, give the homeland idea a 
chance. Just because the Transkei has evolved into 
statehood peacefully does not automatically doom it to 
failure. Those who argue that we must reject it out of 
hand are people who have nothing but malice in their 
souls.

PROSTITUTION IS OFTEN 
spoken of a victimless crime,

But the 
argument pales when you get 
down to specifics as reporter 
Lynn Norment of The Com­ 
mercial Appeal did in a story 
Tuesday. 
She documented something 
which 
has 
been 
common 
knowledge for years, that some 
high school girls have become 
prostitutes. Are they not vic­ 
tims, if only of their own 
ignorance? 
By accepting the idea that sex 
is a fit commodity to be bartered 
in exchange for spending money 
and clothes, they surrender that 
most attractive quality of youth, 


innocence. 
Most of them all but give that 
innocence away. A pimp with a 
big car and loud clothes takes it 
and sells the illusion remaining. 
It’s a sordid trade. 
Prostitution is one of those 
subjects sociologists can study 
beyond the financial limits set 
by any grant. The conclusions 
they reach are no more in­ 
structive, and not much more 
accurate, than those offered by 
those who depend more on in­ 
tuition. Prostitution is a grubby 
business which preys on young 
girls. It is difficult to control, 
perhaps impossible to stop. 
But the effort should be made 
and it should be made par­ 
ticularly in the schools. School 
counselors and teachers must 
warn against it and explain the 
grim consequences. Pimps 
should be a continual target of 
police. 
There is not enough cynic in us 
to accept some of the realities of 
modern society, and high school 
prostitution is one.

Unions Going Bankrupt? 
Female, Ethnic, Gov’t, anti­ 
job 
discrim ination 
actions 
hitting labor constantly with 
heavy fines 
WASHINGTON - You can 
believe it. Many national labor 
leaders, besieged by unofficial 
and government civil rights and 
equal employment opportunity 
agencies, are wondering if it's 
all worthwhile; whether the 
courts will fine their local and 
national unions into bankruptcy 
and whether they can hold their 
organizations together under the 
assaults 
of 
m inority 
and 
women’s groups. 
Anti-discrimination 
in 
em­ 
ployment suits are hitting the 
unions as well as the employers, 
like enfilading fire in Lebanon's 
hills. And the post-election “new 
spirit” isn't exactly soothing the 
nerves of harassed labor chiefs. 
Already, federal court equal 
employment violation fines are 
heavy. Already, the escalating 
court dockets are planet-high. 
Already, 
national 
unions' 
treasuries, many of them big 
ones, are so much in the red, 
dues have had to be raised. Yet 
they can easily be bankrupt 
because between 30 and 40 per 
cent of the back pay and damage 
awards by the federal courts to 
ethnic and female litigants hit 
the unions as well as the 
“companies.” 
For example, while down in 
San Antonio, Tex., during 
election campaign coverage, I 
ran into a court action brought 
.b y 10 blacks and Hispanics 
against Braniff Airways, Inc. 
They charged violation of af­ 
firmative 
action 
and 
equal 
em ploym ent 
rights. 
The 
plaintiffs claimed they were 
discriminated against because 
they were black and Spanish- 
surnamed American employes 
and because of race and national 
origin. 
Co-defendants with Braniff 
were the International Assn. of 
Machinists 
(LAM) 
and

Teamsters (IBT). 
The Equal 
E m p lo y m en t 
O p p o rtu n ity 
Commission joined in the action 
against the airline and the 
unions. Last month a decree was 
filed in the U.S. District Court in 
San Antonio - granting more 
than $1 million to the alleged 
victims of bias. 
This must be paid by the 
airline and the two unions. Note 
now that if the locals can’t get up 
the money for back pay and 
promotion to more lucrative 
jobs, which the accusers say 
they were denied, then the IAM 
and the IBT national offices 
must come to the rescue of their 
locate. Note, too -- there are over 
1,900 IAM lodges and some 800 
Teamsters locals.

TRANSKEI 
INDEPENCENCE 
The enemies of any kind of peaceful solution to the 
racial problem of southern Africa have raised a great 
hue and cry against the first black state to be given in­ 
dependence by South Africa — the Transkei. This 17,000 
square mile homeland of the Xhosa tribe, bordering the 
Indian Ocean and inhabited by some 1.3 million people, 
became independent on October 26th. It is more populous 
and more economically viable than many other Third 
World states, but in the eyes of its critics this is quite 
irrelevant. What they cannot stand is the possibility that 
the new state will be a success and in succeeding that it 
will serve as a model for other independent national 
homelands. 
The opponents of South Africa want violence. Listen to 
them talk and this becomes immediately obvious. They 
want to see the white society there utterly crushed, and 
the more blood that flows in the process the more they 
will enjoy it. They mask their mindless hatred by a 
simple ideological slogan — “black majority rule” — as 
if the blacks in question were a simple homogeneous 
group 
But this has nirrelation to reality. The tribal groups in 
South 
Africa 
have different languages, 
different 
cultures, and to some extent historical enmities. They 
are as different from each other asGermans and French. 
Why is it always assumed that South Africa must remain 
as a single political unit? 
There is no guarantee that the Transkei type solution 
will work either, we hasten to add. There is the very 
large problem of the urban blacks who no longer feel any 
tribal kinship or political loyalty to their homelands. 
South Africa must still confront this problem and has not 
really found an answer 
Nevertheless, we say, give the homeland idea a 
chance. Just because the Transkei has evolved into 
statehood peacefully does not automatically doom it to 
failure. Those who argue that we must reject it out of 
hand are people who have nothing but malice in their 
souls.

Tyrants, bandits, puppets have 
come to power and pragmatic 
(Western) philosophy says: that 
doesn’t matter, we have to 
recognize them But freedom is 
indivisible, and one has to take a 
moral attitude towards it. You 
Western people, 
you simply 
cannot grasp the power of Soviet 
propaganda; today you remain 
‘British imperialists' who wish 
to strangle the whole earth ’’ 
Solzhenitsyn then described 
how detente was being used as a 
weapon against the West in 
exploiting the so- called "Spirit 
of Helsinki " He warned that the 
Soviet 
propaganda 
machine 
could change its whole posture 
within one morning, and that the 
population were prepare for this 
by their Communist overlords 
The impact upon many of the 
viewers in Britain has been most 
encouraging, and it prompted 
former Labor Foreign Minister, 
Lord George Brown, to resign 
from the Labor Party as his 
personal gesture against the 
drift towards a Marxist tyranny 
This stirred American television

to

Solzhenitsyn interview where it 
is reported to have made an 
impact in Washington 
In a trans- atlantic discussion 
about the program. Dr. Arthur 
Schlesinger confirmed that the 
illusion in the West that detente 
meant "live and let live" had 
faded in the face of the reality, 
that there was no detente in the 
ideological war as far as the 
Soviets were concerned 
Sen 
Hubert Humphrey ad­ 
mitted that the United States 
“ had little or no African policy." 
He “would hope that the world, 
and particularly the Soviets 
would 
understand 
that

United States is not a weakling ’’

Minister Edward Heath pointed 
out the Soviets had correctly 
assessed that the U.S. Cor^ress 
would prevent the President

As Intelligence Digest noted 
some time ago, there are en­ 
couraging

Unions Going Bankrupt? 
Female, Ethnic, Gov’t, anti­ 
job 
discrim ination 
actions 
hitting labor constantly with 
heavy fines 
WASHINGTON — You can 
believe it. Many national labor 
leaders, besieged by unofficial 
and government civil rights and 
equal employment opportunity 
agencies, are wondering if it’s 
all worthwhile, 
whether the 
courts will fine their local and 
national unions into bankruptcy 
and whether they can hold their 
organizations together under the 
assaults 
of 
m inority 
and 
women’s groups 
Anti-discrimination 
in 
em ­ 
ployment suits are hitting the 
unions as well as the employers, 
like enfilading fire in Lebanon s 
hills And t he post-election "new 
spirit" isn't exactly soothing the 
nerves of harassed labor chiefs 
Already, federal court equal 
employment violation fines are 
heavy Already, the escalating 
court dockets are planet-high 
Already, 
national 
unions' 
treasuries, many of them big 
ones, are so much in the red. 
dues have had to be raised Yet 
they can easily be bankrupt 
because between 30 and 40 per 
cent of the back pay and damage 
awards by the federal courts to 
ethnic and female litigants hit 
the unions 
as well as the 
' companies “ 
For example, while down in 
San Antonio, Tex., 
during 
election campaign coverage, I 
ran into a court action brought 
by 10 blacks and Hispanics 
against Braniff Airways, Inc.

unions Last month a decree was 
filed in the U S District Court in 
San Antonio ~ grantmg more 
than $1 million to the alleged 
victims of bias. 
This must fie paid by the 
airline and the two unions Note 
now that if the locals can't get up 
the money for back pay and 
promotion to more lucrative 
jobs, which the accusers say 
they were denied, then the 1AM 
and the IBT national offices 
must come to the rescue of their 
locals Note, too ~ there are over 
1,900 1AM lodges and some 800 
Teamsters locals

and small) who don't conform

There must be 
"goals and timetables 
for th« 
hiring of minority and female 
workers, it said 
And for lack of affirmative 
“effort." 
What of the big unions' right to 
traditional seniority for their 
members'» What of their right 
to first hirings'» 
“Contractors should be ex­ 
pected to hire in conformity with 
f their affirmative actxin plans, 
without 
regard 
to 
union 
cooperation or conflict between

Polly’s Problem 
DEAR POLLY — We have bought a two-year-old 
house and the basement carpet has always felt damp 
and cold to the touch. It was closed up for about a week. 
One day I found spots that appeared to be mold on the 
carpet. I easily wiped this off, but two days later it had 
reappeared. My neighbor tells me they use a de­ 
humidifier. Do you think one would help this dampness? 
How do I get rid of the mold and the odor? Do you think 
it will ruin the carpet? I am thinking particularly of the 
back of the carpet since I do not know what type backing 
it has. It is wall to wall. I enjoy the colurtin and my hus­ 
band does, too. Every now and then he cuts out a Polly’s 
Pointer and puts it on the bulletin board. — PEGGY C. 
DEAR PEGGY — I am afraid if you only treat the top 
of the carpet, this is only going to be a stop gap. There 
must be something causing this dampness that should be 
remedied. It sounds like a construction problem that 
you should discuss with the builder of the house. You 
may have to remove the carpet to find the real trouble, 
and then start to correct it. If the builder is not available 
talk to the former owner of the house and see if they 
were plagued by the same trouble. 
A de-humidifier should help keep the dampness out 
AFTER you have solved the big problem. If there is no 
necessity for doing something to the floor itself, you will 
certainly have to dry out the air. You could turn the fur­ 
nace on until all is dry. Keep the basement windows 
open on dry, sunny, breezy days. However, no matter 
what you do on the surface there is always going to be a 
nagging doubt as to what is going on underneath that 
carpet, since the back must be damp. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Sometime ago Katherine wrote about an 
opaque film inside her crystal decanters. As an ex-waitress I 
want to pass on a way to clean them. Put three tablespoons 
regular salt, the juice of one lemon and one half teaspoon 
water in a decanter. Swish around with the help of a bottle 
brush or dish mop. Keep turning the bottle in a circular motion 
for about three minutes, as you do this. The glass should 
sparkle. — Mrs. L.F.

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Malden seeks *400,000 in Block Grants 


MALDEN — Malden's City 
Council sifted through results of 
two public meetings last month 
and came up with 
seven 
categories 
of 
improvements 
which it will submit to the federal 
government via a Community 
Development Block Grant ap­ 
plication. 
Monday night, aldermen voted 
to seek $400,000 in government 
money for the police station and 
Jail (180,000); Spoonerville park 
(90,000); 
housing 
assistance 
($100,000); sidewalks and ramps 
($45,000); downtown planning 
($20,000); matching federal aid 
to urban development funds 
($40,000); 
and storm 
sewer 
planning ($15,000). 
The meetings were held Oct. 22 
and Oct. 29 at the city hall, and 
local residents were invited to 
attend and suggest how any block 
grant money might be utilized. 
In another major item of 
business, the council was in­ 
formed that as of noon Saturday, 
Nov. 13, the county dump will be 
closed. Bill Headley of A-l 
Sanitary Service told aldermen 
“ die County Court won’t put in a 
nickel to keep it (the county 
dump) open.’’ 
The dump operator recently 
asked each community in the 
county 
to 
monthly 
fund 
proportional amounts — totaling 
$960—to keep the dump open.’’ 
Mayor Sparrel Davis says he 
can see no solution to the 
problem, other than perhaps 
adding a garbage pickup fee to 
Malden 
residents’ 
electricity 
bills. 
It is possible that Malden may 
be able to use dumps at Dexter or 
Bernie. 
The dumps under 
discussion would cost the city 75 
cents to $1.25 per yard to use, 
Headley said. Davis suggested 
that he and Headley travel to 


Dexter and Bernie soon to check 
out the possibilities of using 
dumps at one of those cities. 
Planning and Zoning Com­ 
mission members appeared 
before the council, with Bill 
Stuart as spokesman, to see 
clarification of its relationship 
with the council. 
Stuart said the commission, 
created in 1972, 
believes it 
sometimes 
works 
at 
cross­ 
purposes with aldermen. 
Ordinances suggested by the 
commission and approved by the 
council are not being enforced, 
Stuart said, especially zoning 
ordinances 
regarding junked 
automobiles. The commission 
has mailed warnings to property 
owners about junked cars, but 
nothing is being done to enforce 
the law, he said. 
“We want some backing on 
this,” Stuart continued. “We 
need it and ifwecan’t get it, we’re 
spinning our wheels,’’ stressing 
that his commission doesn’t have 
enforcement powers. A joint 
council- commission meeting will 
be held later this month. 
The council approved a motion 
to 
notify the chief of police to 
enforce the junked car ordinance 
as well as any other ordinance 
which is being violated. 
Ron Wilkerson informed the 
council that Mrs. Pat Morehead 
has submitted her resignation 
from 
the Recreational Park 
Commission and that he would 
like 
to discuss 
further ap­ 
pointments with the council in 
the future. 
Stuart, who is also chairman of 
the Malden Community Bet­ 
terment 
Committee, 
asked 
Wilkerson about status of the 
croquet courts at the Industrial 
Park. Wilkerson said dirt has 
been hauled in to the courts and 
that he expects the courts to be 


finished soon. Stuart told the 
meeting this is all that is needed 
to fulfill Malden’s requirements 
for its third “star” under the 
Missouri Community Betterment 
five-star program. 
Aldermen voted to donate $500 
to the local United Fund cam­ 
paign for use as the United Fund 
board deems necessary. 
Davis 
presented 
Malden 
fireman Jim Garris with $ 
plaque 
of appreciation 
“for 
outstanding 
work 
performed 
during Fire Prevention Week" on 
behalf of the council and Malden 
residents. Garris took charge of 
the local observance and raised 
more than $700 to finance the 
drive. 
A 
centennial 
committee, 
consisting of Price Douglass, 
Allen Black, Ballard VanCleve, 
Nell Beall, Ralph Stropp, Val 
Mitchell and Jean Howell was 
approved by the council to guide 
Malden’s observance of its 100th 
birthday, which will be in April* 
1978. 
Davis suggested that aldermen 
study copies of a Halloween 
ordinance which would limit the 
age of trick-or-treaters as well as 
the hours they may trick or treat. 
Alderman Phil Santie asked 
why the city has purchased tires 
from Uniroyal at Kennett rather 
than from Malden merchants 
and accused the city of ignoring 
local businessmen. 
Santie said the bidding process 
“ hasn’t been handled right,” but 
Davis replied that bids were 
advertised in the newspaper and 
no local firms submitted bids ... 
forcing the city to buy tires and 


gasoline 
from 
out-of-town 
sources. 
Davis said he “still holds to the 
fact that Santie didn’t bid” on 
gasoline and tires when it had the 
opportunity. 
Santie claimed that out-of-town 
gasoline dealers should have to 
pay merchant’s tax in Malden, 
where they deliver. 
The discussion ended with 
aldermen voting to advertise for 
unleaded gasoline bids “ in the 
normal manner ” — in the 
newspaper, plus on radio station 
KTCB. 
In other business:

With the exception of this biased Sikeston newspaper, you won’t find 
a person in the state that expects Sikeston to win Saturday’s game 
outside of your average Sikeston fan.

A combination of factors has 
depressed the market, so much 
so that many dealers are offer­ 
ing greatly reduced prices as 
well as free accessories to at­ 
tract reluctant buyers Despite 
this, some distributors have

bankrupt 
in 
recent 
months. 
But industry spokemen say 
the buyers' market is expected 
to end by the first of the year, 
when 
the 
Federal 
Commu­ 
nications Commission decision 
to expand the CB spectrum 
from 23 to 40 channels takes ef­ 
fect. 
It was confusion over that de­ 
cision — together with what 
one industry representatie de­ 
scribed as the usual summer 
sales slump and supply finally 
meeting demand after an un­ 
precedented boom — that pro­ 
duced the many bargains now 
available. 
“Many dealers in the weeks 
after the (August) FCC deci­ 
sion reported that retail sales 
had stopped dead," said a 
spokesman for one major man­ 
ufacturer. 
Other industry representa­ 
tives agreed with his report of 
“very, very difficult times for 
anybody in the CB business” 
during the last two months. 


But most agreed the slump 
may be ending as Christmas 
approaches and with the addi­ 
tion of the new channels on 
Jan. 1 and better public under­ 
standing of the effects of the 
FCC channel-expansion deci­ 
sion. 
The main problem, said John 
Sodolski, vice president of the 
Electronic Industries Associ­ 
ation, has been a lot erf con­ 
fusion over whether 23-channel 
sets will be operable after Jan.

Sodolski said there had been 
erroneous reports that either 
23-channel sets will be obsolete 
or illegal then or that somehow 
the channels will be different. 
But the only difference will 
be additional frequencies for 
CB use which the FCC and 
CBers themselves hope will 
help relieve congestion on the 
current 23 channels, and in­ 
creased interference protection. 
CBs now in use or being sold 
will continue to be operated as 
they are now, particularly on 
emergency channel 9 and trav­ 
elers channel 19. 
But CBers buying 40-channel 
sets are expected to utilize the

Guidelines 
To Parents 


NEW YORK (AP) - A three- 
year program here, «»-spon­ 
sored by New York Medical 
College and the New York Jun­ 
ior League, is designed to help 
teach parents how to raise well- 
adjusted children. 
The program has been ex­ 
ploring ways to prevent emo­ 
tional, social and learning dis­ 
abilities in children by helping 
parents provide positive ex­ 
periences and environments for 
their children during the first 
three critical years of life. 
The program is being con­ 
ducted by a child psychiatrist, 
two psychologists, a sociologist 
and other professionals and 
paraprofesslonals 
from 
the 
medical college, along with 65 
trained Junior League volun- 
•teers. 
Weekly daytime sessions with 
small groups of parents and 
their babies from the age of 
four weeks have been held at 
the Early Childhood Develop­ 
ment Center, with more than 60 
pairs of parents and their chil­ 
dren 
participating. 
Findings 
from the program are already 
adding to current knowledge of 
early childhood development, 
according to Dr. Richard E. 
Brotman, executive director of 
the Department of Community 
Mental Health of New York 
Medical College. Dr. Brotman 
suggests these guidelines for 
sensible parenting: 
—Try to be responsive to a 
child’s needs. Crying, for ex­ 
ample, is an infant’s only lan­ 
guage — the only way to tell 
you that it’s hungry or needs to 
have its diapers changed. Per­ 
haps all it is saying is that it 
wants some warmth or affec­ 
tion. 
When the child is responded 
to, he learns that there are 
people around him who are go­ 
ing to take care of him. He de­ 
velops trust In his environment. 
If a parent does not respond to 
a child’s cry, he fails to learn 
that trust. He will make lesser 
attachments 
to 
the 
people 
around him. This can affect his 
emotional health in later life. 
—P aren ts 
should 
dem on­ 
strate approval and pleasure. It 
is important for parents to un­ 
derstand a child’s capabilities 
at different ages, so that they 
can expect appropriate reac­ 
tions and can then stimulate a 
child appropriately, at different 
stages of its development, with 
their approval. As an example, 
if it’s a great accomplishment 
for a young child merely to 
pick up a block in one hand and 
pass it to the other hand, recog­ 
nize this and applaud it. Don’t 
expect him to build a large 
tower. 
If the expectation of a parent 
is for a child to perform beyond 
its ability, a parent can often — 
even silently — convey dis­ 
approval and disappointment. 
Obviously this can be harmful 
to a child’s self-confidence, can 
reduce his self-image and make 
him feel that he’s seldom able 
to please. 
—Consider 
discipline 
as 
teaching. It is not more impor­ 
tant to disapprove negative be­ 
havior than it is to approve 
eood behavior.

NEW YORK (AP) — A three- 
year program here, co-spon­ 
sored by New York Medical 
College and the New York Jun­ 
ior League, is designed to help 
teach parents how to raise well- 
adjusted children. 
The program has been ex­ 
ploring ways to prevent emo­ 
tional, social and learning dis­ 
abilities in children by helping 
parents provide positive 
ex­ 
periences and environments for 
their children during the first 
three critical years of life. 
The program is being con­ 
ducted by a child psychiatrist, 
two psychologists, a sociologist 
and 
other 
professionals 
and 
paraprofesslonals 
from 
the 
medical college, along with 65 
trained Junior League volun­ 
te e rs. 
Weekly daytime sessions with 
small groups of parents and 
their babies from the age of 
four weeks have been held at 
the Early Childhood Develop­ 
ment Center, with more than 60 
pairs of parents and their chil­ 
dren 
participating. 
Findings 
from the program are already 
adding to current knowledge of 
early childhood development, 
according to Dr. Richard E. 
Brotman, executive director of 
the Department of Community 
Mental Health of New York 
Medical College. Dr. Brotman 
suggests these guidelines for 
” sensible parenting; 
—Try to be responsive to a 
child’s needs. Crying, for ex­ 
ample, is an infant’s only lan­ 
guage — the only way to tell 
you that it’s hungry or needs to 
have its diapers changed. Per­ 
haps all it is saying is that it 
wants some warmth or affec­ 
tion. 
When the child is responded 
to, he learns that there are 
people around him who are go­ 
ing to take care of him He de­ 
velops trust in his environment. 
If a parent does not respond to 
a child’s cry, he fails to learn 
that trust He will make lesser 
attachm ents 
to 
the 
people 
around him This can affect his 
emotional health in later life. 
— P aren ts 
should 
demon­ 
strate approval and pleasure. It 
is important for parents to un 
derstand a child's capabilities 
at different ages, so that they 
can expect appropriate reac­ 
tions and can then stimulate a 
child appropriately, at different 
stages of its development, with 
their approval. As an example, 
if it's a great accomplishment 
for a young child merely to 
pick up a block m one hand and 
pass it to the other hand, recog­ 
nize this and applaud it. Don’t 
expect him to build a large 
tower. 
If the expectation of a parent 
is for a child to perform beyond 
its ability, a parent can often — 
even silently — convey dis­ 
approval and disappointment, 
Obviously this can be harmful 
to a child's self-confidence, can 
reduce his self-image and make 
him feel that he's seldom able 
to please 
—Consider 
discipline 
as 
teaching. It is not more impor­ 
tant to disapprove negative be­ 
havior than it is to approve 
eood behavior.

Time of day may determine cost 
of electricity rates in the future

JEFFERSON CITY — Just 
as long-distance telephone 
rates are cheaper auring 
certain times of the day, 
electric rates in the future 
may be cheaper during 
certain times of the day. 
The concept is called time- 
of-day rates and currently is 
being advocated 
by the 
Missouri 
Public 
Service 
Commission 
(PSC) 
as a 
possible alternative to present 
rate structures. 
Under time-of-day rates, it 
would be cheaper for electric 
customers to run nonessential 
appliances during non-peak 
hours. For example, it would 
be profitable for a ratepayer 
to run a dishwasher late at 
night rather than a hot 
afternoon, when many people 
would be running their air 
conditioners. 
The stimulus for time-of-day 
rates is that the PSC hopes to 
reduce the growth of peak- 
hour demand. By reducing 
peak-hour demand, utilities 
will not have to build as much 
power generating capacity. 


Fewer plants would 
be 
required and expensive power 
plants are one of the reasons 
for larger rate bases and 
contribute to higher rates. 
Time-of-day 
rates 
might 
reduce the need and number 
of these expensive peak-hour 
plants. 
“Under the current rate 
structure, 
the 
rational 
consumer has no incentive not 
to 
use 
peak-hour,” 
says 
Michael Viren, director of the 
PSC’s Utility Research and 
Planning Division. 
“Under time-of-day rates 
we’re passing on to consumers 
the price signal that tells them 
the cost of the next unit of 
power,” he says. 
Viren 
says 
under 
the 
current rate structure the 
customer pays the same rate 
for electricity no matter the 
time of day, as long as 
monthly electric use does not 
exceed a certain number of 
kilowatt hours. 
These rates are based on 
electric companies’ average 
cost for the year. Viren says 
rate-payers barely cover the 
costs electric companies face 
when they operate their ex­ 


pensive peak-hours plants, but 
during 
low-demand 
period 
rate-payers cover expenses. 
“Time-of-day rates would 
distribute 
demand 
more 
equitably,” 
Viren 
says. 
“There’s one catch however, 
we 
d o n ’t 
know 
w hat 
consumers will do under time- 
of-day rates.” 
He says with current rate 
structures, consumers tend to 
conserve more during non­ 
peak hours. Time-of-day rates 
should 
shift 
conservation 
efforts more into peak-hours. 
But to find put more about 
consumer behavior, the PSC 
has directed Kansas City 
Power and Light and Union 
Electric 
of 
St. 
Louis 
to 
monitor 
a 
sampling 
of 
ratepayers’ electric usage. 
Upon 
completion 
of 
the 
studies, the PSC will set-up 
experimental 
time-of-day 
rates in certain communities. 
Viren is hopeful that within 
three 
or 
four 
years 
a 
significant portion of the state 
will be covered with time-of- 
day rates, if results of the 
studies are encouraging. 
Tom Knobloch, a Union 
Electric rate engineer, says 


Union Electric’s study should 
be completed by Jan. 1, 1978. 
The company is conducting 
load research on 538 small 
industrial, commercial and 
residential customers. 
These customers’ meters 
are being monitored with 
magnetic tape recorders, 
which note hourly electric 
usage. Knobloch says these 
recorders cost $200,000 and the 
entire study should cost 
$500,000. 
The Union Electric study is 
a cost-of-service study, that is, 
what it costs customers as a 
whole to use electricity during 
certain hours. Time-of-day 
rates would break down these 
customers into classes. 
Kansas City Power and 
Light has not begun its survey 
erf customers, says Howard 
Brickley, public information 
representative 
for 
the 
company. He believes their 
study will take two to three 
years to complete. 
Brickley says his company 
will wait until after the test 
results before it decides 
whether time-of-day rates are 
a desirable replacement for 
current 
rates.

There would be room for six 
persons in a fallout shelter 
during a nuclear raid. Twenty 
college 
freshmen 
were 
assigned the responsibility of 
choosing from a list of 10 who 
would make it and who would 
not. 
Almost without hesitation, a 
“ boring” 
bookkeeper 
was 
sentenced to death. A “too 
old” rabbi and a biochemist 
also would have to die. And 
this freshman composition 
class, in an exercise designed 
to teach idea classification, 
wrote off a successful author. 
All the students agreed with 
the young man wearing a 
“Support water sports. Date a 
swimmer” T-shirt when he 
said, “Anyone can write.” 
Anyone? 
Not 
very 
likely, 
and 
ironically that is why these 
students are in English 1 on 
the UMC campus. Along with 
half the freshman class, they 
flunked the Missouri College 
E nglish 
T est 
(M CET), 
bringing enrollment to 2,200 
students 
in 
97 
freshman 
composition classes this year. 
That’s up 15 per cent in the 
last five years, 20 per cent in 
the 
last 
10. Solving 
this 
problem won’t be as easy as A, 
B, C. 
Attention centers on what is 
said to be an inability of 
American students to read or 
write the English language. 
One survey of writing skills 
taken 
by 
the 
National 
Assessment of Educational 
Progress, first in 1970 then 
repeated in 1974, found that 
students aged 17 used simpler 
vocabulary in more awkward, 
run-on sentences and more 
incoherent paragraphs than in 
1974. 
In deciding who should wear 
the 
dunce 
cap 
for 
this 
apparent failure, the high 
schools blame the junior highs 
who, in turn, 
blame 
the 
elementary schools. 
Winifred Homer, University 
professor and director of 
lower 
division 
English 
courses, finds such buck- 
passing ridiculous. “We are 
all in this together. 
Any 
problem at the college level is 
shared by the entire English 
discipline,” she says. 
The way Homer sees it, an 
English department has two 
purposes. The first is to give 
students some understanding 
of their literary heritage. The 
second 
reason 
English is 
studied, she said, is to show 
students 
bow 
they 
use 
language and how they are 
used by it. “These cannot be 
separated and they shouldn’t 
be.” 
Spelling out one reason 
these goals are not reached 
and why test scores are lower, 
Homer says English is being 
taught to a wider variety of 
cultures than ever before. 
Blacks, though certainly not 
blacks only, she explains, 
have 
“ special” 
problems 
when 
they 
reach 
the 
University. All along teachers 
who overlooked the existence 
(rf a black culture told young 
blacks their language was 
“wrong.” 
She said the difficulty erf 
making the transfer from 
their dialect to a standard 
w ritte n 
E n g lish , 
a 
complicated exercise anyway, 
is made more severe with this 
emotional handicap. 
Another 
reason 
some 
undergraduates can’t read the 
label on a can o f pet food is 
simply and sadly that no one 
bothered to teach them how. 


Homer says that in the past, 
the University could have 
safely assumed a student 
would 
have 
learned 
the 
mechanical skills of language 
in earlier grades. Today such 
assumptions are out of the 
question. 
Teaching 
all 
English 
1 
sections at the University are 
45 
g raduate 
teaching 
assistants. Homer says they 
are involved in a “rigorous, 
highly developed program to 
tra in 
them 
to 
te a c h 
composition.” 
Under 
the 
direction 
of 
Horner 
and 
assistant professor of English 
Russell 
Meyer, 
grading, 
teaching techniques, lesson 
planning 
and 
classroom 
performance are checked. 
The program, Homer says, 
is “highly reputed” and puts 
this campus “way ahead of 
the rest.” When other large 
u n iv e rs itie s 
d ro p p e d 
freshm an 
com position 
requirements in the student 
strike davs of the 1960s. this 
one did not. Now, with dollars 
tight, those schools are having 
trouble 
reinstating 
the 
courses. 
Although it is wonderful that 
graduate 
students 
are 
learning how to teach, critics 
wonder if at the same time 
undergraduates are learning 
how to read and write. 
Programs such as this one, 
in which the brunt of teaching 
falls on assistants rather than
